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Penal System Also 
Struck Out of 
New Constitution 


By ELMO GREENE. 


The senate constitution commit- 
tee has struck home rule from the 
proposed new state constitution, 
rejected a constitutional penal sys- 
tem and approved a state merit 
system. 

In action yesterday afternoon, 


ne J the committee approved, 8 to 3, an 


amendment to the home rule arti- 
cle retaining for the general as- 


_| sembly the right to delegate to lo- 


cal communities what legislative 
powers they might have. 

The amendment, prepared by 
Sen. Spence Grayson, of Savan- 
nah, and submitted by him and 
Sen. H. Dixon Smith, of Colum- 
bus, eliminated home rule more 
effectively than did a similar 
amendment adopted by the house 
constitution committee last week. 


TEXT OF AMENDMENT 

It reads as follows: 

“No county, municipality or sub- 
division of the state shall enact 
any law or ordinance without first 
being authorized so to do by the 
general assembly, and there shall 
be no delegation of legislative 
power from the general assembly 
to the several subdivisions of the 
state except by acts of the general 
assembly which specially desig- 
nate and describe the powers so 
delegated.” 

Capitol observers interpreted 
this amendment to mean that no 
local government might enact any 
law not already provided for in its 
charter or in other law. 
MINORITY REPORT 

Home rule, featuring referen- 
dum, initiative and recall, had 
been written into the constitution 


by a special redrafting commission 


headed by Gov. Arnall. 

Sen. William B. Freeman, of 
Forsyth, served notice on the com- 
mittee that he would submit a 
minority report to the commit- 
tee’s action to bring the home rule 
provision onto the senate floor for 
debate. 

The senate committee, in’ kill- 
ing a constitutional penal system, 
approved an amendment submit- 
ted by Sen. Rebecca L. Rainey, 
of Dawson, to. strike from the 
proposed document an entire sec- 
tion. providing for a state board

Poll Tax Repeal 
Voted in House

The Georgia house of representatives, by an overwhelming 141- 
to-51 count, has voted to eliminate the poll tax in the state. 


The senate previously has voted,‘ 


31 to 19, to abolish the voting tax, 
but a house amendment will re- 
quire the bill to go back to the 
senate before Gov. Arnall receives 
the measure to proclaim it law. 

The house changes, made to re- 
tain a permanent registration sys- 
tem for voters, are expected to ob- 
tain, quick senate approval. 


HARRIS LEADS FIGHT 


Speaker Roy Harris took the 
floor to lead the successful fight 
for the house repeal vote. 

The victory came after oppo- 
nents sought in vain to delay ac- 
tion on the poll tax by submitting 
it to a referendum later this year. 
When roll call started, however, 
many who supported the referen- 
dum plan voted for repeal. 

The house defeated, 129 to 62, 
an amendment by Reps. Hatchett 
and Thompson, of Meriwether, and 
Weaver, of Bibb, providing for a 
referendum. It also defeated 
amendments by Weaver to make 
persons pay up all past due poll 
taxes before being eligible to vote 
free under tax abolition action. 
An amendment to provide 60 days, 
rather than 30 days, for registrars 
to purge their lists, was adopted. 
Speaker Harris ruled out of order 
a plan of Alexander, of Chatham; 
Bloodworth, of Bibb; Hicks, of 
Floyd; Hogg, of Marion, and Lew- 


is, of Hancock, to make poll tax 
abolition a constitutional. amend- 
ment. 
REGISTRATION PROVISO 
Attached to the senate measure 
was a provision for hiennial reg- 
istration. The house sibstitute re- 
tains permanent registration, but 
provides for officia to purge 
from the lists personS who do not 
vote at least biennfally. 


Charges that the poll tax issue 
was being used as a political foot- 
ball in Georgia and over the na- 
tion were exchanged by advocates 
and enemies of the repeal meas- 
ure. Speaker Harris declared this 
“flimsy little issue” will be the 
major factor in the next guberna- 
torial campaign if something isn’t 
done to repeal it now. Alex 
Weaver, of Bibb, chief opponent 
of the bill, declared northern con- 
gressmen are trying to force 
southern states to repeal the poll 
tax, simply to win favor of Negro 
voters up north. 

Speaker Harris urged the legis- 
lature to kill the poll tax and 
thereby toss out of the window 
something that has become a po- 
litical football for the next gov- 
ernor’s race.

soviet Troops Snub 
-Fawning Germans

MOSCOW, Jan. 31.—(4)—The Red army and the German popu- 
lation, as well as can be learned, are getting along in cold silence in 
the huge areas of the Reich occupied by the advancing Russians. 


Without exception, 
count of Russian officers or §ol- 
diers meeting civilians has told 
the same story—the humble and 
almost fawning attitude of: the 
Germans which the Russians have 
me’ with silence. 


A dispatch of Izvestia’s corre- 
spondent Lenoid Kudrevatikh 
from East Prussia told of an inci- 
dent in which the Red Army 
caught up with large numbers of 
rural residents. 


“The Germans bowed and offer- 
ed their services to our officers 
with humiliation,” the correspond- 
ent wrote. “But our Soviet fight- 
ers passed them by in silence.” 


WITHOUT- A WORD 

Another dispatch from Silesia 
told of a Russian officer entering 
a country huf where he found 
several Germans seated at a ta- 
ble. The head of the house rose, 
bowed low and offered him food, 
but. the Soviet officer turned on 
his heel without a word, the dis- 
patch said. 

All of the dispatches say that 
the German high command order- 
ed the civilians to evacuate before

that in some sectors the Red Army 
has not met a single human be-

Great desolate areas have been 
encountered especially’ in the 
easternmost sectors of East Prussia, 
where the Germans had time to 
get the people westward and to 
the Baltic.

Where they have had time, the 
Germans have done ae good 
scorched earth job. Insterburg was 
razed. Dispatches say that black 
smoke still rises from the wreck- 
ed city and can be seen for many 
miles. 

There seems to be none of the 
arrogant renaming of -German 
streets with Russian names by the 
Soviets. In all of the big Russian 
cities which : have visited after 
their liberations the Germans had 
carried out a systematic campaign 
of changing their Russian street 
names to German.

Dropping Amendments 
Clears Way for Action 
On Limited Service 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—()— 
The house took its longest and 


most important stride toward 
passage of a limited national serv- 
ice bill today. Two amendments 
some ,members had feared would 
jeopardize the whole bill were 
firmly rejected. 

In succession, the membership 
turned down the proposals that a 
man compelled to go to work in a 
“closed shop” war plant need not 
join the union; and that race, 
creed or color should not be a con- 
dition of employment. 

Disposition of the two explosive 
issues left nothing in the way of 
final approval except a host of 
less controversial amendments, 
generally considered as minor. 
MAY “FREEZE” MEN 

There was a likelihood, though, 
that a record vote would be forced 
on the anticlosed shop proposal 
when the bill comes up for final 
action probably tomorrow. But in- 
dications were that the 178 to 142 
teller vote that rejected the pro- 
posal today would be sustained. 

As it neared the end of its run 
in the house, the legislation pro- 
vides that local draft boards may 
“freeze” men between the ages of 
18 through 45 in essential jobs or 
direct them to move into jobs de- 
clared essential by the director of 
war mobilization. A _ registrant 
disregarding a board order would 
be subject to immediate induction 
into the armed forces or to five 
years imprisonment and a fine of 
$10,000. 

REPUBLICAN AMENDMENT 

A majority of Republicans and 
a large group of Democrats backed 
the amendment of Rep. ng 
worth, Republican, New York, to 
provide that no man taking a job 
in accordance with the bill should 
be required, as a condition of em- 
ployment, to join a union. But 
sufficient Republicans joined a 
majority of Democrats to defeat 
the amendment. 

The vote on the so-called FEPC 
amendment, intended to give stat- 
utory backing to the program of 
the Fair Employment Practices 
Committee set up to prevent em- 
ployment discrimination because 
of race, creed or color, followed 
party lines fairly closely. Most 
Republicans supported it, with

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(7)— 
American troops shifted from Eu- 


rope to the Pacific after Ger- 
many’s defeat will leave the bulk 
of their equipment behind, under 
present plans, and will be armed 
anew for Japan.

CROSSED HITLER 


oNazisToDie 
For Slaying 
U. 5. PW 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—(INS)— 
Five Nazi prisoners of war tonight 
awaited execution in a federal 
penitentiary after being convicted 
at a court-martial of slaying a fel- 
low German prisoner of war they 
considered a “traitor to the Reich 
and to the Fuehrer.” 

The story of the slaying and 
court-martial, first American court- 
martial involving a capital offense 
by German prisoners of war, is 
told in the current issue of News- 
week magazine. . 

At Camp Tonkawa, Okla., Cpl. 
Johnann Kunze was considered a 
traitor by his fellow Nazis. Some 
of them had seen a statement he 
had given to American Army of- 
ficers—information they believed 
has been of great value to the Al- 
lies in bombing Hamburg, where 
the homes and families of some 
of the prisoners were destroyed. 
On the morning of Nov. 5, 1943, 
camp officials found Kunze’s life- 
less body, beaten to death with 
sticks and bottles. 


FAIR TRIAL 

The court-martial was held from 
Jan. 17 to 28, 1944, and American 
officials leaned over backwards to 
insure a fair trial for the men. 
Those tried and found guilty were 
Walther Beyer, Berthold Seidel, 
Hans Demme, Willi Scholz and 
Hans Schomer, 

The Geneva convention entitled 
them only to a _ court-appointed 
counsel, but in addition they were 
permitted a, German lawyer, se- 
lected from among their fellow 
prisoners. Their American attor- 
ney made a fiery defense speech 


-in which he argued that the slain 


man was guilty of treason to his 
country and therefore deserved a 
traitor’s death. 

The defendants also were told 
that under the American bill of 
rights they could refuse to testify 
against themselves. They waived 
this privilege, insisted that their 
sworn testimony be heard and 
proudly admitted their part in 
Kunze’s killing. Under the articles 
of war the court had no choice 
but to prohounce the death sen- 
tence. 

NAZIS SATISFIED 

The Nazis appeared satisfied. 
Only one aspect of the proceed- 
ings mystified them; how was it 
possible for their American de- 
fender to confer in a friendly man- 
ner with the colonel conducting 
the prosecution—did not the col- 
onel represent the enemies of the 
Reich? 

Under the Geneva convention, 
penalty may not be executed un- 
til three months from the date of 
the final verdict—and President 


Roosevelt confirmed this sentence 


only recently.

- Outdoor Atlanta Lights 
Go on ‘Brownout' Tonight 


Atlanta, along with many other cities throughout the United 
States, will go on a “brownout” basis tonight. 


The “brownout,” ordered by 
War Mobilization Director Byrnes 


will prohibit the burning of elec- 
tric lights on theater marquees, 
except for 60 watts, all outdoor 
lights for advertising purpgees, 
and show window lights except 
where the window lights are a 
part of the store’s illumination. 

The order also calls for cutting 
out all whiteway lights except 
those essential to public safety. 

Under this interpretation, offi-

The action, the company spokes- 
man said, will probably be an or- 
der: from the WLB directing the 
company to cut off all power to 
the violator.

profits in the liquor business 
amounted to more than $500,000 
and ‘that several months ago the 
collector of internal revenue filed 
a lien against Gorman for $701,- 
258, the sum alleged to Se due for 
unpaid income taxes for 1943. 


The government lawyer told 
Judge Clanty that Gorman sold 
60,441 cases of liquor to whole- 
salers, retailers, hotels and night 
clubs in Cairo, Ill., East St. Louis, 
Ill, Kansas, Mo., and Coiumbia, 
S. C., for a total of $2,258,050 and 
that part of this sum represented 
profits from above-ceiling prices.

A Tough Fight 
But the French Won 


PARIS.—There never was any real argument 
about French cooking. The Italian school and 
. the cooks of Vienna have been known to offer 
some faint competition. But it is weak. 

The greatest cooks are those of Paris. 

Never has there been such a testing time for them. Never have 
they come through with a more glorious triumph. 

They have been able to take GI food and make of it some culinary 
triumphs. They have conquered, even, the powdered egg and that 
was something even the experts had come to believe impossible. 

After eating them in England before invasion, the GIs and their 
officers had developed this recipe for powdered egg omelet... stir 
the desired amount of powdered egg into two cups of canned milk. 
Stir well until all lumps have been removed. Place container on 
the window ledge, preferably a window high up in the house. A 
half hour before breakfast push container off the ledge. 

This was the only known recipe for making an omelet from pow- 
dered eggs. “They have the proper food value and beyond a sort 
of “eggy”’ taste are. not unpalatable. If generously scrambled with 
diced ham or bacon, one hardly minded them. But ham and bacon 
are come by but rarely in amounts permitting them to be used 
as fine herbs for a powdered egg omelet. So, the powdered egg 


* was in disrepute among Army men generally. 


In Paris the officers’ messes, as usual, are run by a méss officer. 
The officers pay for their food and one of their number manages 
the affairs. Here they hired cooks from the unemployed French 
cooks who have nothing to cook even if they were not unemployed. 

It is reported that at first the French cooks were themselves 
desperate. The cooked eggs turned out flat, like a tough pancake. 
They tore their hair, they called upon Le Bon Dieu to work a 
miracle. They experimented. The powdered egg would not permit 
handling as will normal eggs. It retained its flat, rugged con- 
sistency. 

It is reported the cooks called upon the Academy of Science, 
saying the honor of France was at stake.. One day there appeared 
on the menu for the day an ogmelet. There was great dismay and 
curiosity. The cooks came from the kitchen in triumph. Upon 
each plate was an omelet. It was an innovation and, in a manner, 
the most unusual.omelet ever seen in this land of famous omelets. 

The omelet was in sections, By some secret, more closely 
guarded than that of a new gun, the French had managed to produce 
a scrambled powdered egg which was loosely put together, much 
like well-cooked rice. 

Close beside it was a neat serving of tomatoes and herbs. Close 
beside that was a serving of canned GI peas. But the touch of French 
culinary genius had been applied to the peas as well as the cooked 
tomatoes. They had a flavor and a taste that was a joy to the 
palate. Taste buds long dormant came to life. The clatter of forks 
attained a great crescendo. If one mixed the essentials on one’s 
plate the taste was like that of an omelet “aux fine herbs.” The 
honor of France had been saved. The powdered egg had been 
conquered. 


: There have been other triumphs. Here in 
Other Triumphs Paris one encounters the dehydrated po- 
tatoes, beets and other foods. The cooks do something to them. 
They taste like food. Ravioli, pastries and other arts appear from 
the strictly GI issues of flour, sugar and canned fruits. It is the 
same food that is served to all our troops, but here where French 
cooks have a hand, the results are an international triumph for 
French cooking. 

Here in Paris, where food is scarce and the transport problem 
one of great difficulty, the American soldiers, officers. men and 
correspondents, are forbidden to eat in French restaurants. They 
do not have enough food to supply al! their French patrons. Their 
meager supplies are soon exhausted. This keeps American money 
out of the black market in food and is a very real service to the 
French. If Americans, with ready money, were competing in the 
few restaurants open, the result would be bad. All our food comes 
from America and England. : 

The American direction here has done a splendid service in 
currency exchange. The value of the dollar is pegged, as is that 
of the pound. Strict regulations, providing for arrest and punish- 
ment, await those dealing in black markets in money. That, too, 
has helped. 

The French know this and it helps. Oddly enough, one of the 
things for which we are most criticized is our treatment of prisen- 
ers. The French cannot understand why the German prisoners 
receive the same food as our ‘momen. We are living up to the 
provisions of the Geneva conference. It is difficult, at times, be- 
cause the German SS troops do not live up to the provisions. The 
French, who know how the Germans treated prisoners, cannot un- 
derstand why we continue to abide by the rules. We must do it. 
of course, because we are fighting, among other things, for honor 
among nations. When calmness returns and people may see in 
proper perspective, we will profit greatly from the fact we kept 
our pledged word.

To Ask Reparations 
Is To Help Germany 


One of the mistakes of the Versailles treaty 
was that clause which attempted to exact heavy 
money reparations from defeated Germany. -It 

was a mistake not for the reason many people imagine. Not a 
mistake because it placed a burden on Germany. (As a matter 
of fact. Germany profited from the reparations clause. She bor- 
rowed money to pay and then failed to do so. Her borrowings 
were far larger than any payments she made. And she borrowed, 
chiefly, from the United States.) 

The truth is that Germany, just as in the last war. will have 
no cash or credit in the international money marts with which to 
pay any reparations or debts. She is now, and for years will be, 
a completely bankrupt nation. 

The only way in which she could create the necessary credit 
with which to pay any reparations would be through the manu- 
facture and export of goods to other countries, in vast quantity. 
Which would mean making a gift to Germany of extensive world 
markets which we and our Allies need for our own benefit and, 
even worse, aiding Germiany to re-establish the industry smashed 
in the war and thus give her a start back to that re-creation of 


: powerful armies which is still her chief ambition. 


. If we want to make Germa ay. 
Labor, Yes; Money, No at least in part, for the re Wah 
tion she has so wantonly visited upon other nations, there is one 
means by which we can safely exact such payment. That is by 
forcing millions of Germans to labor in the devastated regions, thus 
helping to restore the cities, the buildings, the homes they have 
destroyed. 

We can, too, with all wisdom, strip from Germany all her re- 
maining heavy industry, removing that and its sources of material 
out of German hands into friendly Allied countries. We can leave 
to Germany only agriculture and such innocuous, simple indus- 
tries as can never be converted into war factories. 

These would be wise and reasonably safe reparations. 

But reparations in the form of money constitute nothing but 
a booby trap for ourselves and our Allies and the imposing of them 
would only play into the hands of Germans who are already con- 
templating and planning World War III. 


Those Old War Debts the average private citizen in under- 


standing the great difference in money terms in_ international 
affairs and the same terms in private property ownership and in 
private commerce and debt. 

To the average citizen dollars have, all his life, been things of 
real value. He thinks of a dollar as a tangible thing, loaned to 
be repaid, acquired to be kept or to be used, spent. 

Whereas in international affairs the dollar is merely one of 
many measuring sticks whose only purpose is to compute com- 
parative values. Even gold is only a measuring device, to those 
countries on the gold standard and to those which have abandoned 
that standard, it represents only that value placed upon it, in a 


monetary sense, by authority and by fiat. 
If we did, unfortunately, demand that Ger-

Gov. Arnall’s handling of the controversial poll tax question and 
his attack, through the supreme court, on discriminatory rail freight 
rates has been commended generally by the country’s press. 


Individual newspaper commentators are also getting in the habit 
of having nothing but good to say about the Georgia governor. He 
is fasting coming to be recognized as one of the ablest state execu- 
tives in the country. 


- Here in Washington one is able to see evidences of this much 
more clearly than in Atlanta. The perspective is different. Wash- 
ington is a sort of hub of the national wheel, with the spokes point- 
ing out in the direction of the 48 states.

Seizure of Olongapo gave the 
Americans a drydock and exten. 
sive ship repair facilities. 

At Calumpit, scene of a gallant 
stand by Americans and Filipinos 
at the start of the war, the Ameri- 
cats secured bridges spanning the 
Pampanga river. 

Grande island, largest in Subic 
bay, commands the entrance to 
the harbor.

They took care of him for five 
days until the last of the Ameri- 
can and Filipino prisoners had 
passed with the Japanese guards. 
Then they took him to join the 
group of American officers with 
whom he carried on guerrilla ac- 
tivities until today. 

Crane said many Americans 
were helped away ,from the 
“March of Death” line by civilian 
Filipinos.

Dinner for Two 
Built Around 
Pork Gutlets 


By SALLY SAVER, 


Fresh pork, with the exception 
of sausages, has been entirely ab- 
sent from most markets, or scarce, 
for some time. Recently it has 
appeared in moderate quantity, 
though the War. Food Admin- 
istration says pork of all kids 
will be the scarcest meat for 
months to come. Perhaps, then, 
we'd do well to spend some meat 
points for fresh pork while it is 
available, to make a pleasant 
change from beef. Here is a sug- 
gested dinner for two persons wi 
pork cutlets. The menu: 


Pork Cutlets with Orange Slices 
Gravy 
Mashed Sweet Potatoes 
Glazed Onions 
Raisin Pie 
Coffee 

Buy 4 thin loin chops and cu 
the meat away from the bones. 
Put the bones in a small saucepan 
with a thin slice of onion, 3-4 
cup cold water, a few celery leaves 
and 1-2 teaspoon salt. Cover and 
simmer gently 30 minutes. Strain, 
and use for making the gravy. 
PORK CUTLETS 

Sprinkle the cutlets with flour, 
salt and pepper, then saute until 
brown in two tablespoons marga- 
rine or fat. When lightly browned 
on both sides cover pan and cook 
slowly for 30 minutes. Meanwhile 
wash a small, firm orange and cut 
without peeling, in thick slices 
crosswise. Remove seeds. Place 
orange slices in a greased shallow 
pan, sprinkle lightly with brown 
sugar and dot with one-half tea- 
spoon margarine. Bake these in 
the oven while onions are cooking. 
Serve the pork cutlets garnished 
with the orange slices. Dot each 
orange slice with red jelly, if de- 
sired.

Exercise Banishes

A diet can't do a thing to ban- 
ish lumps, bumps and bullges!

DIAGNOSIS 

Lorna is past 21 years of age, 
so she can lead her own life as a 
legal adult. 

If she and her mother cannot 
get along, then Lorna can rent a 
room at the Y. W. C. A., or some 
other proper abode and be on her 
own, 


Her mother is certainly exact- | 


ing a heavy proportion of the 
girl’s pay check, especially since 
her father is making an excellent 
income. 

If her mother were penniless 
except for Lorna’s assistance or if 
there were other domestic obliga- 
tions that required Lorna’s finan- 
cial help, we might not protest. 
SELFISH PARENTS . 

One might think that Lorna’s 
mother feels she is helping her 
daughter save for a rainy day, and 
is thus taking the lion’s share of 


Lorna’s weekly pay check for Lor-, 


na’s ultimate good. 


But her mother is not placing 
the money in Lorna’s name at a 
bank. She apparently is appro- 
priating it for herself. according 
to Lorna’s story to me. 


I told Lorna that if she paid her 
mother $10 to $15 per week, she 
would certainly be doing as much 
as the average young woman in 
her position. 

Furthermore, now that Lorna is 
young and most attractive, she 
should be circulating around so- 
cially for the purpose of making 
friends and thus winning a hus- 
band. 

Girls who stay at home’ too 
much are thus limiting their 
chances of meeting eligible men. 
SELFISH CHILDREN 

Sometimes we encounter par- 
ents like Lorna’s who seem to be 
unduly selfish. But at the other 


extreme there are many adult 
children who are even more mis- 
erly. 
Here’s a girl, for example, whose 
father is old and earning only a 
watchman’s wage. The daughter 
receives about $40 per week. 


Yet she never pays her mother 
a penny for board or room, but 
squanders her money on clothes, 
night life and liquor. 


Once in a while she seems to 
think she is being magnanimous 
by giving her mother an unex- 
pected dollar or two. But she is 
not paying board and room rent 
weekly, as she should be doing. 


Parents and children should try 
to follow the accustomed proce- 
dure of the city or town where 
they live. Thus, if board and room 
are $12 per week, a wage-earning 
son or daughter is not being gen- 
erous to his parents until he at 
least exceeds that normal figure. 
And he is being selfish if he re- 
fuses to come up to the standard.
